Yvonne  Kauffman: 
Making  Her  Mark  in 
Women's  Athletics 

Yvonne  “Yonnie”  Kauffman  couldn’t  have  envisioned  all  the 
twists  and  turns  her  journey  would  take  when  she  started 
in  womens  collegiate  athletics  at  Elizabethtown  College 
almost  four  decades  ago.  At  the  beginning,  she  just  knew  that 
she  wanted  the  best  program  possible  for  her  players.  And, 
although  the  path  she  should  take  was  not  clear,  her  intent 
always  was. 

“I  came  here 
with  a vision  of 
coaching,"  Yonnie 
says.  “I’m  not  sure 
that  vision  included 
championships;  those 
just  happened  along 
the  way.  All  I wanted 
to  do  was  develop 
each  team  to  its 
potential.” 

It  is  Yonnie’s 
single-minded  pursuit 
of  this  goal  that  has 
helped  the  players 
whose  lives  she 
has  touched  make 
achievements  beyond 
expectation.  This 
coach’s  list  of  accom- 
plishments is  envi- 
able: winning  more  than  1,000  athletic  competitions  in  her 
career,  being  one  of  only  two  NCAA  Division  III  women’s 
basketball  coaches  to  reach  600  wins,  leading  our  women’s 
basketball  program  to  800  wins — a first  in  NCAA  history, 
and  winning  NCAA  Division  III  women’s  basketball  champion- 
ships in  1982  and  1989. 

She  also  has  earned  much-deserved  recognition  from 
her  peers.  The  accolade  of  which  she  is  most  proud  is  the 
sturdy  pewter  Centennial  Award  that  she  received  from  the 
Lancaster  Sports  Writers  and  Broadcasters  Association  in 
January  1997.  “There  only  have  been  two  women  who  have 
received  this,”  she  says  with  a sly  smile  as  she  points  to  the 
wording  on  the  plate.  “This  wasn’t  the  original  award.  I’ve  got 
it  in  a box  somewhere.” 

Unfortunately,  the  auspicious  group  failed  to  realize  a very 
small  error  before  bestowing  the  original  on  Yonnie.  Inscribed 
on  its  dull  pewter  surface  were  the  words:  “In  grateful  recogni- 
tion for  his  contribution  to  sports  in  Lancaster  County.”  The 
award  later  was  replaced  with  the  gender-neutral  version  that 
now  hangs  on  Yonnie’s  wall.  And,  the  boxed  original,  which 
she  stumbles  across  now  and  then,  is  a tangible  reminder  that 
she  is  making  her  mark  in  a 
man’s  world. 

A Unique  Program 
from  the  Start 

Fresh  from  graduating  from 
Bridgewater  College,  Yonnie 
came  to  Elizabethtown  College 
in  the  fall  of  1966  to  teach 
physical  education  and  coach 
the  cheerleading  squad.  The 
job  was  the  realization  of  a 
dream  that  she  had  had  since 
sLxth  grade.

The  Kresge  Foundation  Challenge  Boosts  Campaign 
for  New  Business  Building 

The  Kresge  Foundation  brought  Elizabethtown  College’s  James  B.  Hoover 
Center  for  Business  one  giant  step  closer  to  reality  in  late  March  with 
its  award  of  a $450,000  challenge  grant  for  the  project.  As  a condition  of  the 
challenge  grant,  the  College  must  raise  the  balance  of  the  funding  for  the 
$5.2  million  building  by  June  30,  2006.  Currently,  $3.8  million  has  been  raised. 

The  new  James  B.  Hoover  Center  for  Business  will  be  a two-story,  30,000- 
foot  facility  that  will  provide  much-needed  space  for  the  College’s  perennially 
strong  department  of  business.  Additionally,  it  will  create  space  to  house  a new 
academic  program  on  entrepreneurial  studies,  establish  a Center  for  Entrepreneurial  Success  and  create  a permanent  home  for 
the  College’s  successful  Family  Business  Center.  Elizabethtown’s  Center  for  Continuing  Education  and  Distance  Learning, 
which  provides  flexible  and  innovative  programming  to  adult  learners,  also  will  be  located  in  the  building. 

Elizabethtown  Board  of  Trustees  Officer  and  To  Serve  Tomorrow  Campaign  Vice  Chairman  Linda  Castagna  ’67  encour- 
ages the  College’s  alumni  to  consider  their  support  of  the  project.  “I’ve  chosen  to  make  the  future  of  Elizabethtown  College  a 
top  giving  priority,  says  Castagna.  I hope  you  11  join  me  in  providing  expanded  learning  opportunities  for  students,  faculty, 
entrepreneurs,  businesses  and  adult  learners  by  investing  in  the  To  Serve  Tomorrow  campaign  and  the  new  business  building."

This  is  the  fifth  challenge  grant  that  Elizabethtown  College  has  received  from  the  foundation.  Others  include  support 
for  campaigns  for  the  social  science  hall  in  Nicarry  Hall  (1972),  the  biology  wing  in  Esbenshade  Hall  (1975),  the  chemistry 
wing  in  Musser  Hall  (1982),  the  High  Library  (1990)  and  Leffler  Chapel  and  Performance  Center  (1993). 

Formed  in  1924  by  Sebastian  Kresge,  The  Kresge  Foundation  is  a $2.4  billion  independent,  private  foundation  with  a 
mission  "to  promote  the  well-being  of  mankind.”  Its  core  grant  making  program  focuses  on  strengthening  charitable  organiza- 
tions’ capital  projects  through  challenge  grants. 


Momentum  continues  to  build  for  Elizabethtown  College's 
James  B Hoover  Center  for  Business,  as  fundraising  for 
the  project  receives  a significant  boost  from  a challenge 
grant  from  The  Kresge  Foundation. 


At  the  time,  she  was  one  of  only  three  women  in  Eliza- 
bethtown College  athletics.  After  seeing  her  potential,  Yonnie 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  coach  field  hockey  in  1967. 

From  the  start,  Yonnie  could  sense  that  there  was  some- 
thing unique  about  Elizabethtown.  “The  College's  first  athletic 
director,  Ira  Herr  ’16,  is  one  of  the  main  reasons  for  women’s 
athletics  being  where  it  is  today,"  she  explains.  “When  he 
started  men’s  basketball  in  1928,  he  also  started  women’s 
basketball.  Right  from  the  beginning,  he  was  equalizing 
women’s  sports." 

Within  a few  years,  she  was  the  only  woman  on  the 
athletics  staff.  As  the  others  left,  Yonnie  took  on  additional 
responsibilities,  teaching  more  classes  and  accepting  coaching 
positions  for  tennis  in  1969  and  basketball  in  1970.  The  gruel- 
ing schedule  only  served  to  fuel  her  passion  for  sports.  "Thank 
goodness  I was  kind  of  young  back  then,”  she  laughs.  “I  loved 
it.  And,  I still  do.” 

She  would  continue  to  coach  three  sports  for  a number 
of  years,  choosing  to  stop  coaching  tennis  in  1983  and  field 
hockey  in  2000  when  changes  in  the  programs — the  introduc- 
tion of  division  playoffs  and  increasing  pressures  of  recruiting — 
added  complexities  that  forced  her  to  focus  on  just  one  sport. 

Overcoming  the  Obstacles 

When  asked  about  the  challenges  that  she’s  overcome  in  women’s 
basketball,  the  list  that  Yonnie  creates  is  rather  surprising. 

“Basketball  was  my  weakest  sport  in  high  school,"  she 
confesses.  As  her  high  school  only  had  intramural  basketball, 
Yonnie’s  skills  were  not  challenged  to  the  extent  that  they 
were  on  the  field  hockey  and  tennis  teams,  which  competed 
against  teams  from  other  schools. 

"When  I got  to  college,  I was  the  last  person  on  the 
junior  varsity  (JV)  bench  not  to  get  cut  my  freshman  year,”  she 
recalls.  “It  was  a rude  awakening."  Her  competitive  spirit  moti- 
vated her  to  improve.  By  the  end  of  her  freshman  year,  she  was 
starting  JV.  And,  by  her  sophomore  year,  she  started  varsity. 

The  next  challenge  she  tackled  was  learning — and  re- 
learning— how  to  coach  the  game  as  the  sport  evolved. 

Originally,  when  Yonnie  played  in  high  school,  girls  didn’t 


run  the  length  of  the  court.  Three  girls  played  offense  and 
three  played  defense — resulting  in  a three-on-three  game. 
And,  during  her  college  years,  the  game  changed  and  two  of 
the  six  players  were  allowed  to  run  the  court,  creating  a four- 
on-four  game.

After  more  than  two  decades  of  professional  accomplishment,  Lisa  Aukamp  Payne  '80 
i \ chooses  to  define  herself  not  by  what  she’s  done,  hut  rather  by  how  she  has  helped 
others  to  reach  their  goals.  It’s  a life  view  that  was  nurtured  during  her  four  years  at  Eliza- 
bethtown College,  when  as  a resident  assistant  she  saw  the  impact  that  a single  individual 
could  have  by  supporting  another.  And,  it’s  a way  of  life  that  she  continues  today,  both  in 
her  professional  and  personal  life. 

When  asked  about  her  greatest  accomplishment,  Payne  laughingly  replies  that  she  is 
most  proud  of  her  role  as  "mom”  to  her  daughters,  9-year-old  Katie  and  7-year-old  Margaret. 
“I  am  proud  every  time  I think  of  them  and  the  choices  that  I’ve  made  in  raising  them,” 
says  this  46-year-old  executive,  who  left  a high-pressure  investment  banking  position  in 
New  York  City  to  move  her  family  near  the  Bloomfield  Hills,  Mich.,  headquarters  of 
Taubman  Centers,  Inc.,  so  that  she  would  have  more  time  for  her  children.  Taubman 
Centers  is  a $5  billion  real  estate  company  which  owns  and  operates  large  regional  malls 
in  the  United  States. 

As  the  company’s  chief  financial  officer,  Payne  had  the  opportunity  to  help  lead 
Taubman  Centers  through  its  transition  from  a family  business  to  a public  company.  "I 
came  to  Taubman  at  a very  unique  time  and  was  able  to  help  it  evolve  into  a professionally 
managed  public  company,”  Payne  explains.  “During  such  a transition,  companies  go  through 
a tremendous  cultural  change.  I’ve  been  an  integral  part  of  that  and  I feel  like  I’ve  truly  made 
an  impact  here.” 

The  aspect  of  this  change  that  Payne  has  found  most  rewarding  is  her  ability  to  mentor 
some  of  the  company’s  more  than  1 50  employees.  "I  try  to  grow  people  to  greater  and 
greater  experiences  and  successes,"  she  says.  "I  take  a lot  of  pride  in  building  others  and  giv- 
ing them  opportunities.” 

As  a first-year  student  at  Elizabethtown  College,  Payne  benefited  from  a mentoring 
relationship  with  then  upperclassman  Nancy  Mondero  77.  “Nancy  challenged  me  to  think 
big,”  she  recalls.  "She  really  opened  my  eyes  to  education  and  to  experience."  As  a result  of 
their  conversations,  Payne  chose  to  switch  to  a biology/pre- med  major  early  in  her  college 
career.  Later,  after  graduating  from  Elizabethtown,  Payne  attended  Duke  University,  where 
she  earned  her  master’s  degree  in  business  administration. 

To  help  others  the  way  that  she  had  been  helped,  Payne  chose  to  become  a resident 
assistant  during  her  junior  and  senior  years.  She  found  that  by  serving  others  she  also  grew 
as  an  individual.  "It  was  a very  maturing  experience,  which  helped  me  learn  to  deal  with  all 
types  of  people  from  all  kinds  of  backgrounds,"  she  says. 


Consistent  with  her  passion  for  helping  others  achieve  their  potential,  Payne  recently 
made  a significant  pledge  to  the  James  B.  Hoover  Center  for  Business.  ‘ There  are  not  that 
many  strong  liberal  arts,  small-  to  middle-sized  colleges  that  have  strong  academics  as  well 
as  the  collegial  environment  that  you  have  at  Elizabethtown  College,”  says  Payne.  “To  truly 
thrive  and  survive,  I firmly  believe  that  Elizabethtown  needs  to  continue  its  efforts  to 
strengthen  its  focus  and  commitment  to  business  education.” 

It  is  through  her  gift  that  she  hopes  to  continue  a tradition  from  which  she  has  benefited. 
“I  left  Elizabethtown  with  a great  love  of  learning  and  experiencing,”  she  says.  “The  College 
is  such  a special  place,  with  the  quality  of  students,  professors  and  education.  Ensuring  a 
vibrant,  strong  business  program  is  critical  to  Elizabethtown’s  future  growth  and  to  the 
growth  of  this  nation."

In  her  early  years  as  a college  coach,  women’s  basketball 
transitioned  to  today’s  five-on-five  game.  The  change  forced 
Yonnie  to  again  learn  nuances  and  strategies  of  coaching. 

The  early  perceptions  of  women’s  athletics,  however, 
were  her  most  serious  challenge.  And,  as  the  program  evolved, 
so  did  the  way  people  viewed  it.  “Back  when  I first  started 
coaching,  games  were  more  like  play  days  for  girls,”  she  says. 
“But,  I was  very  competitive  and  I was  out  to  win  games.” 

Leading  the  Change  in  Women’s  Athletics 
It  was  that  competitive  spirit  that  led  Yonnie  to  try  a different 
path  than  her  peers. 

For  example,  she  wanted  winning  teams.  And,  the  best 
way  to  get  them  was  to  hand-pick  her  players.  Her  early  recruit- 
ing efforts  pale  in  comparison  to  today’s  standards,  but  they 
were  the  first  innovations  of  a new  generation  of  women’s  ath- 
letics. “I  have  been  told  by  high  school  coaches  that  I recruited 
before  other  coaches  ever  thought  about  recruiting,”  she  recalls. 

And,  as  her  relationships  with  other  college  coaches  devel- 
oped, Yonnie  joined  conversations  about  organizing  a confer- 
ence to  encourage  intercollegiate  competition.  A small  women’s

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conference  called  Penn-Mar — which  included  colleges  like 
Elizabethtown,  Franklin  &.  Marshall,  Dickinson  and  Albright — 
was  formed.  It  was  through  this  conference  that  the  first  womens 
playoff  games  occurred  in  the  mid-70s. 

The  most  difficult  part  of  her  journey  occurred  in  the  early 
80s,  during  consideration  of  Title  IX,  which  leveled  the  playing 
field  for  women’s  athletic  programs.  Similar  to  her  approach  to 
each  competition,  Yonnie  pursued  this  challenge  with  zeal.  She 
organized  a grassroots  campaign  on  campus,  gathering  women 
colleagues  to  write  letters  to  their  legislators.  At  the  encourage- 
ment of  her  dean,  she  also  traveled  to  Washington,  D.C.,  to 
meet  with  key  people  in  the  Title  IX  effort. 

“I  think  our  school’s  commitment  to  adhere  to  Title  IX 
is  one  of  the  reasons  that  our  women’s  sports  program  moved 
ahead,”  says  Yonnie.  “At  Elizabethtown  College,  women’s  sports 
do  not  take  a back  seat.” 

The  High  Points  of  the  Journey 
According  to  Yonnie,  her  time  at  the  College  has  been  filled 
with  joys  too  innumerable  to  list.  She  fondly  remembers  the 
big  milestones  that  have  marked  her  career — the  1982  and 
1989  championship  teams  and  the  program’s  800th 
win.  But,  her  voice  gets  a bit  more  passionate  as  she 
talks  about  the  little  wins. 

Yonnie  remembers  the  E-town  player  who 
admitted  that  she  probably  wouldn’t  have  gone  to 
college  if  she  hadn’t  been  recruited.  The  coach 
recalls  the  challenge  of  convincing  a particular 
team  of  tennis  players  to  believe  in  themselves,  and 
how  that  confidence  carried  them  into  nationals. 
And,  she  reminisces  fondly  about  the  field  hockey 
team  that  gave  her  the  1,000th  career  win,  because 
each  of  those  women  demonstrated  that  a player’s 
heart  is  her  most  important  asset. 

One  of  her  fondest  memories,  though,  is  the 
day  she  happened  upon  two  young  boys  playing 
basketball  right  after  E-town  won  its  fust  national 
championship.  The  boys  were  fighting  over  who  they  wanted 
to  play  like — Sherri  Kinsey  Gorman  ’84  or  Page  Lutz  ’84- 


The  fact  that  their  heroes  were  women  didn’t  even  seem  to 
cross  the  boys’  minds.  “They  were  trying  to  emulate  the  best 
athletes  they  knew,”  she  says.  “And,  those  athletes  just  hap- 
pened to  be  women.” 

The  Next  Decade 

As  she  recruits,  Yonnie  tells  prospective  players  that  those 
who  join  Elizabethtown’s  women’s  basketball  program  become 
part  of  history.  The  coach  is  grateful  to  have  been  able  to  con- 
tribute to  this  rich  history,  and  she  credits  assistant  coaches, 
friends,  colleagues  and 
players  who  have  been 
there  fo  support  her. 

“The  best  part  is  that  I 
was  given  a chance  at 
this  school,"  she  says. 

“Everyone  put  their 
faith  in  me  and  I was 
able  to  embrace  it.” 

Although  she 
hopes  to  continue 
winning  on  the  court, 
there’s  more  that  she’s 
looking  for  in  her  next 
decade  on  campus. 

“As  associate 
director  of  athletics, 

I’m  looking  to  prosper 
all  of  our  sports  pro- 
grams," Yonnie  says.  Some  of  those  efforts  will  focus  on  keeping 
alumni  connected  through  the  Blue  Jay  Athletic  Association, 
a new  organization  that  exists  to  support  and  sustain  the  tradi- 
tion of  excellence  in  the  Blue  Jay  athletics  program. 

Like  the  others  she  has  encountered  along  her  journey, 
Yonnie  plans  to  take  each  challenge  as  it  comes,  looking  for 
innovative  ways  to  make  Elizabethtown  athletics  better,  one 
step  at  a time.

1 V.  founder  Anne  Beiler  emphasized  the 
importance  of  family  and  three  simple  life 
rules — love  God,  respect  others  and  be 
kind — at  a recent  event  sponsored  by  the 
College’s  Family  Business  Center.  It  was 
Beiler’s  desire  to  support  her  husband’s  dream 
of  starting  a faith-based  counseling  center  in 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  that  motivated  her  to  end  her 
career  as  a stay-at-home  mom  and 
start  rolling  pretzels.  In  less  than 
20  years,  she  grew  her 
farmer’s  market  conces- 
sion stand  to  a 
$200  million  business, 
with  more  than  850 
stores  and  independent 
franchises  in  44  states 
and  14  countries. 


The  Long  View  on 
Educate  for  Service 

I have  often  spoken  about  the  significance  of 
our  motto,  “Educate  for  Service,”  as  giving  life 
and  focus  to  our  whole  educational  program  at 
Elizabethtown.  In  light  of  the  many  examples 
of  service  highlighted  in  the  following  pages,  1 
want  to  reflect  on  the  many  dimensions  of  this  rich  ideal  and  what 
we  must  do  to  nourish  and  extend  its  importance  for  our  students. 

The  late  Frank  Newman,  founder  of  Campus  Compact,  the 
national  service-learning  association,  once  observed  that  “democracy 
requires  its  citizens  to  take  responsibility  and  be  involved  in  solving 
problems,  not  just  during  times  of  crisis,  but  all  the  time.”  In  that 
spirit,  we  not  only  want  to  encourage  our  students  to  undertake  acts 
of  service  but  also  to  build  lives  of  service.  We  do  not  want  them  to 
think  of  service  only  as  a personal  matter,  but  as  a social  responsibility 
to  the  communities  around  us.  We  want  them  to  learn  that  service 
goes  beyond  acts  of  kindness  to  individuals  around  us  to  involve  us  in 
solving  problems  of  our  communities.  And,  we  want  them  to  realize 
that  service  is  a gift  that  can  be  given  not  only  as  time  and  talent,  but 
also  as  a gift  of  one’s  treasure  as  well. 

Our  signature  day  of  service,  Into  the  Streets,  certainly  highlights 
the  importance  of  service  in  our  College  community.  The  deepest  sig- 
nificance of  service,  however,  is  realized  when  it  is  not  just  a one-time 
activity,  but  a central,  ongoing  part  of  our  daily  life.  Lives  of  service 
are  built  on  the  principle  that  all  we  do  is  not  just  for  ourselves  but  for 
others,  and  that  it  is  not  just  a weekend  activity  but  part  of  our  work 
and  family  life  as  well.  Our  Student  Directed  Learning  Communities 
(SDLCs)  are  one  way  we  nurture  that  attitude.  Composed  of  a small 
number  of  students  living  together  in  College  houses  just  off  campus, 
each  SDLC  is  responsible  to  carry  out  an  ongoing  program  of  service 
during  the  academic  year,  making  it  central  in  their  lives  together. 

Acts  of  service  are  personally  uplifting,  for  us  and  for  those  we 
serve,  but  they  have  larger  significance  as  well.  For  every  act  of  service 
is  also  an  act  of  building  the  communities  around  us,  from  our  work 
groups  and  families  to  our  neighborhoods,  our  nation  and  our  world.  It 
is  fundamentally  an  act  of  citizenship  in  which  we  accept  responsibility 
for  the  quality  of  life  we  share  with  others  and  the  possibilities  for 
shared  life  we  seek,  even  at  a global  level.  So  when  our  students  create 
a “Rock  the  Vote”  event  to  encourage  voting  or  when  they  advocate 
for  public  policies  to  assist  those  in  need,  those  engagements  in  civic 
life  are  acts  of  service  in  support  of  the  common  good  that  makes  our 
communities  vibrant  and  humane. 

One  important  implication  of  understanding  service  as  a social 
responsibility  is  that  it  includes  not  only  acts  of  kindness  to  individuals, 
but  efforts  to  solve  collective  problems  of  our  communities  as  well. 
Service  to  the  poor,  for  example,  often  involves  the  provision  of  food 
to  persons  who  are  hungry,  or  disaster  relief  for  tsunami  victims,  a 
project  our  students  recently  have  undertaken  through  the  Center  for 
Global  Citizenship.  But,  it  also  includes  efforts  to  create  affordable 
housing,  advocating  for  just  wages,  creating  employment  opportunities 
and  establishing  social  safety  nets  for  those  in  need. 

Ultimately,  service  is  a gift  we  give  to  those  around  us,  a gift  of 
our  time  and  talent  to  make  their  lives,  and  ours,  better.  In  addition, 
ours  may  be  a gift  of  treasure,  the  resources  we  have  extended  toward 
others,  and  we  too  often  neglect  this  aspect  of  service.  So  when  alumni 
make  significant  monetary  gifts  for  facilities,  they  are  serving  others 
(our  students)  just  as  much  as  when  they  take  their  time  to  introduce 
them  to  a career  opportunity.  In  the  largest  sense,  service  is  an  act  of 
philanthropy  where  we  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  humankind  with 
whatever  gifts  w<j  can  share,  and  we  want  to  nurture  all  the  dimen- 
sions of  service  — time,  talent  and  treasure. 

The  ideal  of  service  is  so  embedded  in  our  thinking  that  we  often 
take  it  for  granted.  To  ensure  that  service  remains  a vital  and  vibrant 
part  of  our  community  and  the  educational  experience  of  our  students, 
however,  we  must  systematically  cultivate  an  education  for  service 
in  our  classrooms  and  academic  programs,  as  the  features  on  Terrie 
Gehman,  Troy  McBride  and  Ray  Reeder  demonstrate  is  already  under 
way.  We  should  ensure  that  each  and  every  student  has  a significant 
service  experience  linked  to  a learning  process.  And,  we  should  give 
highly  visible  representation  to  the  service  ideal  in  programs  such  as 
our  new  Center  for  Global  Citizenship,  which  is  home  to  our  service- 
learning programs,  as  well  as  international  and  peacemaking  programs. 
Service  is  a distinctive  element  of  our  heritage  and  mission,  and  in  the 
future,  a strong  Elizabethtown  will  depend  upon  an  even  more  focused 
program  to  “Educate  for  Service.” 


President  of  the  College 
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Alumni,  Grant  Enhance 
Career  Services'  Efforts 


Through  one  of  several  events  during  Career  Expo  2005,  students  learn 
about  local  service-learning  opportunities  at  a fair  featuring  24  area  non- 
profit organizations. 


Elizabethtown’s  Career  Services  regularly  lends  students  a 
helping  hand  in  finding  the  career  that’s  right  for 
them.  And,  thanks  to  support  from  alumni  and  a $250,000 
grant  from  the  Workforce  Investment  Board  of  Lancaster 
County,  the  organization  hosted  the  College’s  first  Career 
Expo  and  is  developing  programs  and  tools  to  enhance 
its  offerings. 

A part  of  E-town’s  Center  for  Student  Success,  Career 
Services  traditionally  offers  a wide  variety  of  programs  that 
teach  students  skills  for  launching  effective  job  searches, 
help  them  improve  their  resumes  and  interview  skills,  and 
assist  them  in  finding  internships  and  jobs.  According  to 
Director  of  Career  Services  Cindy  Ernharth,  some  of  these 
programs  rely  on  our  College  alumni.  “Every  year,  several 
alumni  return  to  advise  our  students  about  their  interview- 
ing techniques  and  resumes,"  she  says.  "For  example, 

Jamie  Rowley  71  and  Linda  Robinson  Lownsbery  ’92  of 
Wenger  Feed  Mill’s  human  resources  department  have 
been  returning  to  the  College  for  several  years  to  support 
these  efforts." 

This  year,  with  grant  money  from  the  Workforce 
Investment  Board,  Career  Services  was  able  to  offer  a 
Career  Expo,  which  enhanced  traditional  programs  with 
outside  experts  on  topics  such  as  career  volunteering,  lead- 
ership development,  business  etiquette  and  networking 
skills.  The  event  culminated  with  Kwame  Jackson,  first- 
year  runner-up  on  “The  Apprentice,”  presenting  his 
thoughts  on  career  advancement. 

In  addition  to  this  year's  programming,  the  funding 
also  is  providing  new  opportunities  for  the  College’s  stu- 
dents to  network  and  learn  from  E-town  alumni.  Graduates 
from  six  departments — social  work,  English,  physics  and 
engineering,  music  therapy,  communications  and  mathe- 
matics— are  scheduled  to  join  students  this  semester  at 
evening  networking  dinners  and  receptions  that  are  being 
coordinated  by  the  departments  and  Alumni  Relations. 
(See  photos  on  page  12.)  “These  events  create  roundtable 
discussions,  enabling  our  students  to  directly  connect  with 
and  hear  advice  from  our  alumni,"  said  Ernharth,  who 
looks  forward  to  having  similar  programs  in  the  future. 

Also,  Career  Services  is  using  the  grant  to  create  an 
internship  database,  which  will  link  a listing  of  opportuni- 
ties with  previous  E-town  student  experience.  The  data- 
base should  allow  students  to  better  connect  with  the 
right  internship  for  them.

Furthering  the  Intelligent  Design  Debate 


Filling  Leffler  Chapel  to  capacity  and  attracting  signifi- 
cant media  attention,  Elizabethtown  College’s  Center 
for  Science  and  Religion  (ECCSR)  hosted  a daylong  forum 
entitled  “Intelligent  Design:  The  Scientific,  Theological  and 
Civil  Dimensions  of  the  Debate.”  The  event— featuring 
nationally  recognized  speakers — took  a comprehensive  look 
at  the  appropriateness  of  teaching  Intelligent  Design  along- 
side Darwin's  Theory  of  Evolution  in  science  classrooms. 

Intelligent  Design  claims  that  the  life  on  this  planet  is 
so  phenomenally  complex  and  functionally  coherent  that  it 
cannot  be  accounted  for  by  random  mutation  and  natural 
selection  as  proposed  in  Darwin’s  theory.  Instead,  Intelligent 
Design  proposes  that  life  resulted  from  the  actions  of  some 
“intelligent  designer.” 

Although  the  debate  began  decades  ago  with  the 
Scopes  "Monkey  Trial,”  its  fires  again  are  being  stoked  in 
public  forums  around  the  country.  Nowhere  are  the  flames 
hotter  than  in  the  small,  rural  Dover  Area  (Pa.) 

School  District— less  than  40  miles  from  the 
College — where  the  school  board’s  recent  mandate 
that  Intelligent  Design  be  mentioned  in  science 
classrooms  has  spawned  lawsuits  and  countersuits. 

ECCSR  Director  and  Associate  Professor  of 
Philosophy  Michael  Silberstein  believes  that  our 
understanding  of  this  issue  can  be  furthered  through 
discussion.  “The  Center  for  Science  and  Religion  is 
devoted  to  the  idea  that  the  only  way  that  we  really 
can  resolve  contentious  issues  in  a democratic  society 
is  through  frank,  open  and  public  discourse,”  he  says. 

Debating  the  scientific  aspects  were  Michael 
Behe,  Lehigh  University  professor  of  biochemistry, 
and  Niall  Shanks,  East  Tennessee  State  University 


professor  of  philosophy  and  adjunct  professor  of  biological 
sciences  and  physics  and  astronomy.  John  Haught,  George- 
town University’s  Thomas  Healey  professor  of  theology,  and 
the  Rev.  David  Martin,  senior  pastor  of  the  Evangelical  Free 
Church  of  Hershey,  discussed  theological  issues.  The  final 
debate  featured  the  lead  attorneys  in  the  Dover  Area  School 
District  lawsuits,  Richard  Thompson,  president  and  chief 
council  of  the  Thomas  More  Law  Center,  and  Witold 
Walczak,  legal  director  of  the  Greater  Pittsburgh  Chapter  of 
the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
forum’s  capstone  lecturer  was  University  of  Virginia  Professor 
of  Life  Sciences  Emeritus  Paul  Gross. 

This  was  the  first  public  event  for  ECCSR,  which  was 
formed  in  2004  to  create  a dialogue  for  exploring  the  dynamic 
interface  between  religion  and  science.  The  forum  was  partially 
funded  through  a grant  from  the  Metanexus  Foundation.  For 
more  information  about  ECCSR,  contact  717-361-1253.

Young  Center  for 
Anabaptist  and 
Pietist  Studies  con- 
tinues to  draw  both 
professional  and 
amateur  scholars  to 
learn  about 
Brethren  and  related 
Anabaptist  and 
Pietist  groups. 

According  to 
National  Endow- 
ment for  the 
Humanities  (NEH) 
Chairman  Bruce 

Cole,  this  quality  programming  helped  earn  the  Center  one 
of  only  17  challenge  grants  awarded  in  2004  by  NEH.  “Your 
proposal  was  reviewed  by  scholars  in  religious  studies  and 
(with)  experience  in  long-term 
planning  for  the  humanities,” 
wrote  Cole.  “These  evaluators 
were  especially  impressed  with 
the  quality  of  the  Young  Center’s 
collections  and  programming.” 

As  the  only  research  facility 
solely  dedicated  to  the  study  of 
Brethren  and  related  Anabaptist 
and  Pietist  groups,  the  Center’s 
proximity  to  these  communities 
creates  a unique  opportunity  for 
dialogue  among  these  culturally 
isolated  groups.  Young  Center 
Director  and  Professor  of  History 
and  Religious  Studies  David 
Eller  says,  “The  energies  of  our 
learned  and  enthusiastic  staff 
allow  the  Center  to  engage  these 


communities  in  a meaningful  discussion,  as  well  as  to  edu- 
cate the  general  public  about  the  faith,  history  and  culture  of 
the  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  movements.” 

The  Young  Center’s  traditional  monthly  public  lectures 
attract  large  and  culturally  diverse  audiences.  In  addition  to 
scheduled  programming,  smaller  groups  and  individuals  also 
rely  on  the  Center’s  resources  and  scholars  to  further  their 
understanding.  For  example,  Pottstown  High  School  teacher 
Greg  Troutman,  husband  of  E-town  alumna  Kristi  Lederer 
Troutman  ’90,  brought  his  gifted  students  to  meet  with 
Senior  Fellow  and  Distinguished  College  Professor  Donald 
Kraybill.  The  class  had  been  studying  Kraybill’s  book,  “The 
Riddle  of  Amish  Culture.” 

To  receive  the  $500,000  NEH  challenge  grant,  Eliza- 
bethtown College  must  raise  an  additional  $2  million.  The 
funding  would  be  used  to  create  an  endowed  faculty  chair 
in  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Studies,  enhance  the  Center’s  vis- 
iting fellow  program  and  expand  its  collection  of  books  and 
archival  materials.

Considering  the  Future  of 
Elizabethtown  College

In  his  children’s  classic  “Alice  in  Wonderland,”  Lewis  Carroll  penned  the  following 
dialogue  between  Alice  and  the  Cat: 

“Would  you  tell  me,  please,  which  way  I ought  to  go  from  here?" 

“That  depends  a good  deal  on  where  you  want  to  go,"  said  the  Cat. 

“I  don't  much  care  where — said  Alice. 

“Then  it  doesn’t  matter  which  way  you  go,"  said  the  Cat. 

“ — so  long  as  I get  somewhere,"  Alice  added  as  an  explanation. 

“Oh,  you’re  sure  to  do  that,"  said  the  Cat,  “if  you  only  walk  long  enough.” 

Apparently,  Alice  knows  that  she  is  going  somewhere,  but  she  isn’t  quite  sure  of  her  destination,  nor  how  to  get 
there.  Like  Alice,  Elizabethtown  College  is  going  somewhere.  However,  we  want  to  choose  our  course  carefully. 

Many  colleges  and  universities  determine  their  path  by  writing  a strategic  plan.  Elizabethtown  College  did  this  in 
1998.  During  the  past  seven  years,  however,  much  has  changed  at  the  College:  enrollment  has  increased,  almost  50  per- 
cent of  the  current  faculty  members  have  been  hired,  and  new  administrators — including  me — have  joined  our  staff. 
Furthermore,  the  College  introduced  its  first  graduate  program,  revised  the  curriculum  in  every  major,  built  several  new 
facilities,  completed  an  endowment  campaign  and  initiated  a capital  campaign.  This  is  truly  a dynamic  place. 

But,  we  just  can’t  rest  on  our  accomplishments.  The  College  must  identify  and  address  its  future  challenges,  even 
while  being  faithful  to  its  past.  In  this  spirit,  President  Long  has  appointed  a task  force  to  lead  the  strategic  planning 
effort.  Through  this  exercise,  the  College  expects  to  achieve  several  ends: 

• To  answer  the  question:  How  do  we  best  fulfill  the  College’s  mission? 

• To  provide  a campus-wide  “sense  of  direction” — that  is,  to  define  a common  identity,  articulate  a vision  for  the 
future  and  further  the  College’s  academic  reputation. 

• To  provide  guidance  for  selecting  among  potential  programs,  projects  and  initiatives. 

• To  establish  benchmarks  against  which  we  will  measure  our  success. 

This  is  an  opportunity  to  create  a bold  vision  for  Elizabethtown  College — one  which  is  built  on  the  strong  heritage 
and  tradition  of  our  institution.  It  will  be  a vision  that  is  mission-focused  with  potential  to  involve  many  novel  elements. 
At  the  same  time,  it  will  be  a vision  which  continues  to  foster  the  College’s  commitment  to  educate  students  for  service 
as  global  citizens.  This  vision  will  be  both  old  and  new;  it  will  be  rooted  in  the  past,  yet  focused  on  the  future. 

As  the  strategic  plan  is  drafted,  our  task  force  looks  forward  to  sharing  our  work  with  College  alumni  and  other 
friends  of  this  institution.  After  completion,  the  strategic  plan  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  affirmation. 
If  we  do  our  work  well,  we  can  avoid  the  trap  described  in  the  dialogue  between  Alice  and  the  Cat. 


Classroom  World: 

Business  Majors  Journey 
to  Prague,  Vienna 

Recently,  16  business  students  studied  the  European  Union 
from  a unique  vantage  point  during  an  eight-day  study- 
abroad  experience  to  Prague,  the  Czech  Republic,  and  Vienna, 
Austria.  The  trip — a component  of  Assistant  Professor  of 
Business  and  Department  Chair  Sean  Melvin's  course  on  the 
emerging  European  Union  (EU) — provided  students  with  an 
insider  s look  at  the  effects  of  EU  membership  through  con- 
trasting views  of  long-term  member,  Austria,  with  one  of  the 
newest  member  countries,  the  Czech  Republic. 

Short-term  study  tours  like  the  Prague  program  offer 
international  learning  opportunities  for  students  who  couldn't 
otherwise  consider  such  an  experience.  For  senior  accounting 
major  Michael  Bonner,  this  course  was  the  only  international 
study  experience  that  he  could  take  without  postponing  grad- 
uation. "After  changing  my  major  junior  year,  I had  a strict 
schedule  that  I had  to  follow,"  says  Bonner.  "To  take  all  of  the 
classes  that  I needed,  I couldn't  do  a semester-long  experience 
and  still  graduate  in  May  2005." 

Prior  to  their  departure  for  Prague,  students  met  on-campus 
during  the  winter  break  and  were  required  to  learn  key  Czech 
words  and  do  research  on  the  history  of  the  country  and  the 
EU.  Armed  with  this  background,  they  spent  several  days  in 
the  countries  speaking  with  local  experts,  touring  local  cultural 
attractions  and  visiting  businesses  in  Prague,  Vienna  and 
Bratislava.  During  the  spring  semester,  the  students  are  con- 
tinuing their  studies  by  meeting  twice  monthly  and  perform- 
ing supervised  research  that  will  culminate  in  a term  paper. 

According  to  Bonner,  the  trip  offered  some  delightful 
surprises,  from  a better  understanding  of  the  foreign  currency 
exchange  to  an  appreciation  of  the  beauty  of  Prague’s  archi- 
tecture. "If  I had  it  do  again,  I would  have  considered  studying 
abroad,"  he  says.  "I  want  to  see  it  all  now  that  I’ve  gotten  a 
taste  of  it."

Honoring  the  life  of  civil  rights  leader  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.,  the  Elizabethtown  College  community  held  a 
daylong  series  of  events  on  what  would  have  been  the  first 
day  of  classes  of  the  spring  semester.  The  celebration  was  the 
result  of  a petition  effort  led  by  Noir,  a recently  formed  black 
student  organization.  (See  related  story  on  this  page.) 

After  a meet-and-greet  breakfast  reception  with  Noir, 
the  College  community  participated  in  a ceremony  featuring 
keynote  speaker  Pa.  Deputy  Secretary  of  Administration  Peter 
Speaks  and  a performance  by  The  Lady  Jay’s  Step  Team, 
which  focused  attention  on  Dr.  King’s  life  and  the  civil  rights 
movement.  Following  the  ceremony,  a commemorative  march 
rekindled  the  spirit  of  the  famous  marches  that  united  a 
nation  and  strengthened  a cause  through  peaceful  expression. 
Finally,  an  open-forum  discussion  including  Elizabeth  and 
Horace  E.  Raffensperger  Professor  of  Humanities  Paul 
Gottfried,  Assistant  Professor  of  Religious  Studies  Jeffery  Long, 
Associate  Professor  of  English  John  Rohrkemper  and  students 
Ashley  Kerns  ’06  of  Mechanicsville,  Md.,  and  Rachel  Jones 
Williams  ’06  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  concluded  the  day. 

During  his  remarks,  President  Theodore  Long  endorsed

campus  community  in  discussion  about  Dr.  King's  life. 


Parallels  of  Peace 

"Although  Rosa  Parks  and  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  were 
the  central  figures  of  the  Montgomery  bus  boycott,  it  was  also 
the  story  of  50,000  other  unsung  heroes  and  heroines,  who 
were  willing  to  walk  the  streets  of  Montgomery  until  the  walls 
of  segregation  and  a system  of  American  apartheid  finally 
were  brought  down . Dr.  King’s  legacy  and  the  civil  rights  and 
human  rights  movement  underscore  the  great  potential  that 
we  all  have  if  we  stand  up  and  decide  to  make  a difference 
and  change  our  community,  change  our  country  and  change 
our  world."

Through  his  words  at  Elizabethtown  College’s  celebra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  keynote 
speaker  Peter  Speaks  points  to  the  powerful  impact  that 
individuals  can  have  through  the  collective  weight  of 
their  actions.  Peaceful  petitioning  of  the  government  is 
a legacy  of  Dr.  King.  It  also  is  a legacy  of  the  Brethren 
founders  of  Elizabethtown  College. 

According  to  Young  Center  Director  and  Professor 
of  History  and  Religious  Studies  David  Eller,  the  peace- 
making tradition  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  is  born 
in  its  interpretation  of  the  Bible.  “Verses  throughout  the 
Bible  tell  us  to  pray  for  our  enemies  and  forgive  those 
who  persecute  us,”  says  Eller.  “Out  of  these  verses  comes 
a Brethren  lifestyle  that  says  that  its  followers  should  not 
participate  in  war  or  serve  in  the  military.” 

In  this  country’s  early  history,  these  beliefs  were  not 
understood  and  Brethren  pacifists  were  jailed  and  fined 
for  not  taking  up  arms.  Eller  says  that  the  situation 
turned  violent  in  World  War  I for  some  who  elected  not 
to  fight.  “In  WWI,  the  church  was  not  prepared  to  guide 
its  members  on  the  actions  they  should  take  if  drafted,” 
explains  Eller.  “And,  the  military  was  not  prepared  to 
handle  the  young  men  who  responded  to  the  draft,  but 
who,  because  of  their  religious  beliefs,  were  not  prepared 
to  fight.  As  a result,  several  were  put  in  military  prison.

the  initiative  saying  that  Dr.  King’s  life  is  well- 
worth  celebrating.  “Dr.  King  acted  on  some  of 
the  deepest  principals  of  religious  faith  and  of 
our  democracy  to  call  the  nation  to  fulfill  the 
promise  of  justice  and  equality  of  opportunity," 
he  said.  "Let  this  be  a day  of  rededication  that 
we  might  make  our  community  and  the  com- 
munities around  us  live  up  to  the  ideals  that 
Dr.  King  so  remarkably  expressed.” 

The  day  was  planned  and  coordinated  by 
a committee  led  by  Noir  and  Provost  and 
Senior  Vice  President  David  Parkyn,  which 
included  Assistant  Professor  of  Japanese  Mahua 
Bhattacharya,  Director  of  Multicultural  Affairs  James  Felton, 
Associate  Professor  of  Occupational  Therapy  Virginia  Flight, 
Dean  of  College  Life  Lisa  Koogle,  Jeffery  Long,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Religious  Studies  Michael  Long,  Assistant 
Professor  of  Social  Work  Susan  Mapp,  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
and  Professor  of  Linguistics  Martha  Pennington,  Registrar 
and  Director  of  Registration  and  Records  Elizabeth  Rider, 
John  Rohrkemper  and  Associate  Professor  of  Theatre 
Sharon  Taylor  and  students  Rachel  Jones  Williams;  Janet 
Atim  ’06  of  Addis  Ababa,  Ethiopia;  and  Kristi  Coleman  ’06 
of  Lancaster,  Pa.

And,  some  Hutter- 
ites — another  non- 
resistant  group — 
died  in  prison  in  Ft. 
Leavenworth,  Kan., 
as  a result  of  their 
cruel  treatment.” 

Learning  from 
this  painful  lesson, 
the  church  was 
quick  to  take  action 
when  war  clouds 
again  began  to  col- 
lect in  Europe  in 
the  1930s.  In  the 
months  before 
World  War  II, 
three  historic 
peace  churches — 
the  Quakers,  the 

Mennonites  and  the  Brethren — joined  together  to  peace- 
fully petition  the  government  to  find  alternative  forms  of 
military  service.  Through  the  collective  weight  of  their 
actions,  the  first  peacetime  conscription  bill  was  drafted, 
considered  and  passed.  The  law  created  civilian  public 
service,  which  allowed  young  members  of  these  churches 
to  fill  roles  of  “national  importance,”  instead  of  taking  up 
arms  during  times  of  war. 

“Through  their  actions,  these  churches  demonstrated 
that  it’s  possible  to  have  a peace  witness  to  the  govern- 
ment,” says  Eller.  “You  can  march,  you  can  demonstrate, 
you  can  write  letters  and  you  can  petition  the  govern- 
ment for  redress  to  address  a wrong  when  you  see  it.” 
Later  in  the  late  1950s  and  1960s,  the  man  whose  name 
has  become  synonymous  with  civil  rights  would  change 
the  course  of  this  country’s  history  by  energizing  tens 
of  thousands  to  peacefully  protest  against  segregation 
and  racial  injustice.  The  parallel  between  these  two  tra- 
ditions is  just  one  of  many  reasons  why  Elizabethtown 
College  chose  to  celebrate  and  learn  more  about  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  whose  legacy  is  not 
unlike  that  of  our  founders. 


Noir — A New  Student 
Organization  Makes 
its  Mark

Demonstrating  the  power  of  commitment,  the  24  members 
of  Elizabethtown  College’s  new  black  student  organiza- 
tion, Noir,  joined  together  to  create  an  opportunity  for  the 
College  community  to  celebrate  peace,  social  justice  and 
nonviolence  on  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Day. 

In  November  2004,  Noir  was  formed  to  heighten  awareness 
of  issues  affecting  Elizabethtown  College’s  black  students. 
According  to  founder  and  President  Rachel  Jones  Williams  ’06, 
the  organization  provides  a forum  for  the  campus  community. 
"Noir  brings  together  black  students  so  they  have  a govern- 
ment-type body  to  go  to  with  their  concerns,”  she  says. 
Although  the  organization  is  focused  on  issues  affecting  this 
group,  it  is  open  to  students  of  all  races  and  ethnicities. 

Passionate  about  the  cause,  Noir  did  not  hesitate  to  take 
a stand  when  it  realized  that  the  first  day  of  spring  classes  fell 
on  the  national  holiday  commemorating  the  life  of  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  This  was  the  first  year  that  College  classes 
would  have  been  held  on  the  holiday. 

Joining  together,  Noir  drew  up  a petition  to  replace 
January  17th  classes  with  seminars  and  other  activities  that 
would  honor  the  work  of  the  celebrated  civil  rights  leader. 
Organization  members  campaigned  campus-wide  and  collected 
more  than  900  signatures  from  students  and  70  from  College 
employees.  The  petition  was  endorsed  by  the  Faculty  Assembly. 

According  to  Jones  Williams,  the  fact  that  Noir's  initia- 
tive was  so  well-received  by  College  faculty  and  staff  is  not 
surprising,  given  the  College’s  commitment  to  nurture  and 
promote  individual  growth  and  expression.  "We  are  very 
fortunate  to  be  on  a campus  that  allows  students  to  work 
within  a framework  to  get  what  they  want  done,”  she  says. 
“It’s  a beautiful  time  to  be  a student  at  Elizabethtown.” 

Recognizing  Noir's  contribution  during  the  opening 
ceremony  of  the  College’s  celebration  of  Dr.  King,  College 
President  Theodore  Long  said,  "[The  students  of  Noir } have 
shown  us  once  more,  as  Dr.  King  did  earlier,  that  you  can 
lead  from  anywhere,  when  your  cause  is  good  and  it  brings 
people  together."

E-town  Alumna  Witnesses 
America's  Heart 


A ccording  to  alumna 
/i  Jan  Pursell  Lane, 
government  relations 
vice  president  for  the 
American  Red  Cross, 
national  response  to  the 
Southeast  Asian  tsuna- 
mi has  been  overwhelm- 
ing. “To  say  that  the 
American  people  have 
been  generous  is  an 
understatement,”  she 
shares.  "The  state  of 
charitable  giving  in  the 
United  States  is  alive 
and  well." 

On  January  26, 
only  one  month  after 
the  devastating  wave 
struck  the  region,  the  International  Federation  of  Red  Cross 
and  Red  Crescent  Societies  announced  that  it  had  witnessed 
one  of  the  greatest  demonstrations  of  compassion  and  support 
in  its  124-year  history,  receiving  pledges  totaling  $1.2  billion. 
According  to  Lane,  the  funding  will  pay  for  the  organization’s 
three-  to  five-year  recovery  and  response  effort  in  the  region. 

Although  it’s  hard  to  know  what  moved  people,  Lane 
understands  the  compassion  that  grabbed  hold  of  America’s 
heart,  having  been  touched  herself  by  news  from  colleagues 
in  the  region.  “Early  in  the  crisis,  I remember  there  wasn’t  a 
dry  eye  in  our  disaster  operation  center  when  we  heard  the 
story  of  a mother  who  came  to  a Red  Cross  tracing  center 
with  the  name  of  her  missing  child,”  Lane  recalls.  "She  said 
that  she  couldn’t  hold  on  to  all  of  her  children  when  the 
wave  hit  and  that  one  had  been  swept  away.  It  was  heart- 
breaking because  you  knew  that  there  was  nothing  we  could 
do  except  offer  comfort." 

Lane's  work  with  the  Red  Cross  began  in  1990  during  a 
tumultuous  time  in  the  organization’s  history  after  HIV 
invaded  the  country’s  blood  supply.  She  joined  the  organiza- 
tion in  Springfield,  III.,  in  a Red  Cross  region  that  is  a com- 
bined chapter  and  blood  region.  Through  her  work  there  she 
saw  all  aspects  of  the  organization’s  efforts  to  supply  direct 
service  to  people  in  need,  no  matter  what  the  emergency. 

“It  could  be  a personal  emergency  of  needing  a blood  transfu- 
sion or  a house  fire,”  Lane  explains.  "The  Red  Cross  also  has 
the  global  capability  that  we  are  seeing  in  Southeast  Asia. 
There  is  nothing  like  this  organization  and  its  reach.” 

Unfortunately,  Lane  says  that  the  recent  tsunami 
response  is  not  necessarily  the  norm  for  all  emergencies. 
“Response  usually  depends  on  what  strikes  a chord  with  the 
American  people,”  she  says. 

For  example,  support  for  Red  Cross  fundraising  efforts 
wasn’t  as  strong  during  the  unprecedented  hurricane  season 
in  fall  2004,  which  resulted  in  extensive  damage  in  Florida 
and  terrible  flooding  as  far  north  as  Pennsylvania.  “In  that 
case,  we  were  able  to  raise  $64  million,  with  our  total  costs  at 
about  $109  million,”  she  explains.  “Because  our  fundraising 
wasn’t  keeping  pace,  President  Bush  went  to  Congress  on 
our  behalf.” 

Each  and  every  effort  that  Lane  faces  as  part  of  her  work 
further  reinforces  the  values  that  were  part  of  her  Elizabeth- 
town College  education.  "The  older  you  get,  the  more  the 
phrase  ‘Educate  for  Service’  means  to  you,”  Lane  shares. 
“That  philosophy,  along  with  the  ability  to  write  and  think, 
are  vitally  important.” 
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Jan  Pursell  Lane  75  supports  tsunami  relief 
as  government  relations  vice  president  for 
the  American  Red  Cross. 


International  Student  Longs  for  Sri  Lankan  Home 


When  asked  about  Sri  Lanka,  senior  computer  engi- 
neering major  Dinesh  Jeyaram  wistfully  sighs  the 
now  infamous  line  from  “The  Wizard  of  Oz,  There  s no 
place  like  home.” 

His  thoughts  turn  to  his  favorite  things:  his  family 
father,  mother  and  two  sisters;  the  spicy  food  to  which  his 
taste  buds  have  grown  unaccustomed  during  his  years  at 
Elizabethtown;  and  his  beloved  pet  elephants  a gift  to 
his  grandfather  for  his  service  in  the  Sri  Lankan  army. 

His  favorite  thing,  though,  is  the  beach.  “We  live  next 
to  Bentota  Beach  on  the  west  side  of  Sri  Lanka,”  says 
Jeyaram.  Bentota  Beach  is  an  area  heavily  damaged  by  the 
December  26  tsunami  that  tore  through  Southeast  Asia. 
And,  it’s  probably  where  Jeyaram  would  have  spent  time 
during  winter  break  if  he  hadn't  worked  at  Hershey  Foods. 

Since  the  tragedy,  Jeyaram  has  spoken  with  a friend 
who  was  at  the  beach  that  day.  “He  said  that  he  was  sitting 
having  a drink  when  he  saw  a couple  of  boats  coming 
toward  him  from  nowhere,”  Jeyaram  recounts,  explaining 
that  his  friend  was  forced  to  climb  a nearby  coconut  tree. 
"Had  I been  there,  I probably  would  have  been  up  the  tree 
with  him.” 

Unlike  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  who  lost  their 
lives  when  the  deadly  wave  swept  through  the  region, 
Jeyaram’s  friend  was  unharmed.  And,  so  were  the  members 
of  his  family.  However,  it  was  a harrowing  few  hours  until 
this  international  student  was  able  to  confirm  that  they 
were  still  alive. 

“At  6 a.m.,  campus  security  called  and  told  me  to  switch 
on  CNN,”  he  recalls.  Some  of  the  first  images  Jeyaram  saw 
were  of  a damaged  temple  near  his  home. 

He  immediately  began  calling  his  family.  "My  parents’ 
cell  phone  kept  ringing,”  he  says.  "Later  that  day,  I called  a 
phone  number  that  had  been  set  up  to  tell  people  if  their 
relatives  were  alive  or  dead.” 


After  anxiously  dialing,  Jeyaram  reached  someone 
who  knew  his  father.  Within  minutes,  he  spoke  with  his 
parents  and  confirmed  that  although  shaken,  they  all  were 
doing  well. 

“The  only  damage  we  experienced  was  to  a couple  of 
our  properties,”  says  Jeyaram.  Unfortunately,  the  specialty 
jewelry  business  owned  by  his  father  had  to  be  closed 
because  many  of  the  shop’s  employees  were  dealing  with 
significant  damage  to  their  homes. 

Jeyaram’s  father  and  mother  are  doing  what  they  can 

to  help  their 
countrymen. 
“They  are  pack- 
aging food  and 
dropping  it  at 
the  temple,” 
he  explains. 
“For  now,  my 
family  wants  to 
stay  in  Sri 
Lanka.  We  just 
hope  that 
everything  will 
get  better.” 

Jeyaram’s  thoughts  also  have  turned  to  supporting 
those  in  his  native  land.  He  is  a member  of  Elizabethtown 
College’s  Disaster  Relief  Task  Force  (see  story  below)  and  is 
coordinating  other  efforts  to  keep  awareness  high  on  campus. 
The  turmoil  in  Sri  Lanka  likely  will  delay  Jeyaram’s  return 
home,  but  he  hopes  to  soon  find  a job  in  his  country  that 
uses  the  knowledge  that  he  has  gained  here  at  E-town.  "I 
don’t  want  to  stay  in  another  country  for  long,"  he  says. 
“After  earning  my  master’s  degree,  I hopefully  will  be  able 
to  go  back  home.”

Elizabethtown  College  Launches  Tsunami  Relief  Effort 


Elizabethtown's  Student  Alumni  Association  supports  the  College's  tsunami  relief  effort  by  packaging  school  and 
health  kits  for  shipment  through  Church  World  Service  and  the  Elizabethtown  Church  of  the  Brethren. 


Rising  to  the  aid  of  those  in  need,  the  Elizabethtown 
College  community  sent  its  first  shipment  of  health, 
medical  and  school  kits  to  Southeast  Asia  through  Church 
World  Service  and  the  Elizabethtown  Church  of  the 
Brethren.  The  tsunami  relief  effort  is  expected  to  continue 
through  the  academic  year. 

The  February  shipment  included  156  health  kits, 
including  simple  personal  hygiene  supplies;  31  school  kits, 
with  essential  supplies  for  the  temporary  schools;  and  two 
medical  kits,  containing  essential  first-aid  supplies,  each 
worth  $400.  Staff,  faculty  and  students  also  raised  $1,500 
for  the  relief  effort.  Separately,  the  College  contributed 
$ 1 ,000  to  both  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Menno- 
nite  Central  Committee  in  mid-January. 

The  tsunami  relief  effort  is  being  sponsored  by  the 
College’s  Center  for  Global  Citizenship  and  coordinated 
by  a Disaster  Relief  Task  Force.  A number  of  individuals 
and  organizations — such  as  the  Student  Alumni 


Association,  the  Center  for 
Student  Success,  the  Student 
Occupational  Therapy 
Association  and  Intervarsity 
Christian  Fellowship — also 
have  supported  the  effort.

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On  December  26,  walls  of  water  swept  through  Southeast 
Asia,  devastating  the  shores  of  Indonesia,  Sri  Lanka, 
South  India,  Thailand  and  other  countries  in  their  path.  More 
than  a quarter  of  a million  people  died  that  day,  with  Indonesia 
and  Sri  Lanka  experiencing  the  most  significant  losses. 

Tsunamis  are  indiscriminating  deadly  forces  of  nature, 
carrying  away  anything  and  anyone  in  their  path.  With  the 
recent  tsunami  affecting  tourist  areas,  people  of  many  nations 
and  many  religions  were  killed.  And,  since  the  tragedy,  people 
of  many  nations  and  many  religions  also  have  demonstrated 
compassion  in  providing  relief. 

Contrasting  World  Views  of  a Region  Devastated 
Even  though  they  are  neighbors  in  the  Indian  Ocean, 
there  are  significant  cultural  differences  between  the  hardest 
hit  countries  of  Sri  Lanka  and  Indonesia,  according  to  Assis- 
tant Professor  of  Religious  Studies  Jeffery  Long.  Although  Sri 
Lanka  is  primarily  Buddhist,  it  also  has  a large  Hindu  minority. 
On  the  other  hand,  Indonesia  is  the  largest  Muslim  country 
in  the  world. 

During  a tragedy  of  this  magnitude,  there  is  a certain 
commonality  of  human  experience  that  crosses  cultural 
divides.  Obviously,  the  sudden  and  overwhelming  nature  of 
this  event  is  resulting  in  severe  psychological  trauma  for  many 
in  the  region. 

In  times  of  crisis,  those  affected  often  will  turn  to 
their  faith. 

“In  Indonesia,  where  Islam  is  the  dominate  tradition,  the 
reaction  from  a religious  perspective  would  be  similar  to  that 
which  you  would  find  in  the  West,”  Long  says. 

Western  religions  tend  to  be  more  anthropocentric  and 
include  a God  who  is  looking  out  for  humanity. 

“The  Muslim  concept  of  God  is  very  similar  to  what  you 
find  in  the  Bible,”  he  explains.  “You  have  a monotheistic 
world  in  which  everything  that  happens  ultimately  goes  back 
to  the  will  of  God.  So  in  Indonesia,  I would  expect  to  see  the 
same  kind  of  questioning  that  one  finds  in  the  United  States 
after  a significant  tragedy,  such  as  why  God  would  allow  this 
tragedy  to  happen. 

“For  Hinduism  and  Buddhism,  there  is  a different  concept 
of  divinity  from  Western  religions,”  says  Long.  “In  these  tra- 
ditions, there’s  an  understanding  that  man  is  not  the  center 
of  the  universe  and  that  there  are  other  larger  concerns  and 
processes  going  on.”  These  believers  often  are  less  likely  in 
their  grief  to  assign  blame  to  a divine  entity. 

“You’ll  also  see  an  effort  in  both  the  Hindu  and  Buddhist 
traditions  to  see  suffering  as  a learning  experience,”  he 
explains.  “And,  compassion  is  typically  the  answer  to  the 
question  of  what  humanity  should  learn  from  tragedies  of 
this  magnitude.” 

Cultural  Impacts  on  the  Recovery 

Other  aspects  of  the  region’s  culture  could  have  an 
impact  on  its  recovery. 


Long  surmises 
that  government  cor- 
niption  could  affect 
the  delivery  of  aid  to 
those  in  need.  “Many 
of  these  countries 
were  under  colonial 
control  at  some 
point,”  he  explains. 
“Historically,  the  sys- 
tem of  government 
in  such  countries  is 
basically  a continua- 
tion of  the  old  colo- 
nial government,  in  which  the  natives’  role  was  to  ingratiate 
themselves  to  the  colonial  officials.” 

As  a result,  a culture  of  corruption  becomes  normalized. 
“Corruption  is  systemic  there.  Here  it’s  in  Enron.  There  it’s 
in  the  local  post  office,"  says  Long.  “It  has  improved  in  recent 
years,  but  it  is  a very  slow  process.” 

Additionally,  two  decades  of  civil  unrest — similar  in 
nature  to  the  Northern  Ireland  turmoil — have  challenged 
Sri  Lanka.  The  conflict  began  in  the  early  1980s  when  ten- 
sions between  the  Sinhalese  majority  and  the  Tamil  minority 
erupted  in  violence.  Tens  of  thousands  died  in  the  ethnic  war 
that  resulted.  A ceasefire  was  called  in  December  2001,  but 
talks  have  stalled  in  recent  months. 

Indonesia  also  suffers  from  internal  economic  and  poli- 
tical struggles,  with  several  regions — particularly  Aceh  and 
Papua — striving  for  independence. 

Significantly  damaged  during  the  tsunami,  these  embat- 
tled areas  are  the  focus  of  considerable  attention.  Most 
certainly,  any  perception  that  aid  is  being  withheld  would 
further  drive  a wedge  into  a delicate  peace  process. 

Countries  Forever  Changed 

With  upwards  of  one-third  of  those  lost  being  children, 
many  speculate  about  the  long-term  cultural  impacts  of  this 
lost  generation. 

“Similar  to  baby  booms,  when  large  numbers  of  a partic- 
ular age  group  affect  the  economy  of  a country,  the  reverse 
also  happens,”  says  Long.  “And,  so  there  will  be  a period 
when  instead  of  an  unemployment  problem,  you  have  an 
underemployment  problem. 

“You  don’t  have  enough  people  to  do  the  work  neces- 
sary to  maintain  the  society.  Some  European  countries  and 
Japan  are  facing  this  problem  right  now,”  he  explains.  "A  lot 
of  these  countries  now  are  importing  workers. 

“There  are  those  who  question  if  this  influx  irrevocably 
will  change  the  nation’s  culture,”  speculates  Long.  “For 
example,  the  current  influx  in  Europe  is  resulting  in  Islam 
being  the  fastest  growing  religion  on  that  continent.  More 
and  more,  people  in  Japan  are  ethnically  Korean  or  Chinese. 
These  cultural  changes  create  various  pressures  on  a society.”

Remembrances  of  Sri  Lanka 

“Sri  Lanka  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  tropical  islands  in  the 
world — early  Portuguese  explorers  thought  they  had  found  the  bibli- 
cal Garden  of  Eden.  The  tsunami  turned  a natural  paradise  into  a 
hell  on  earth. 

“The  beach  photo  (below)  was  taken  at  Kanyakumari  in  Kerala 
Province  at  the  extreme  southern  tip  of  India  facing  the  Palk  Strait, 

which  separates  India 
from  Sri  Lanka.  It  is  an 
area  which  was  hit  hard 
by  the  tsunami.  When 
one  considers  what  the 
surf  is  ordinarily  like 
there,  the  flatness  of 
the  land  and  the  simple 
fishing  boats  consisting 
of  lashed  together  tim- 
bers, the  devastation  is 
easy  to  understand.”

Alumna  Witnesses 
Tsunami  First-Hand 

Editor's  note: 

In  mid-December,  Ajanie  Perera  '01  and  husband 
Duncan  traveled  to  their  birth  country  of  Sri  Lanka.  Thanks  to 
a miraculous  series  of  events,  they  narrowly  avoided  being  at 
the  center  of  the  devastation  of  the  December  26  tsunami. 
Early  that  day,  the  coastal  beach  resort  in  which  they  were  to 
stay  delayed  their  check-in  time  from  1 1 a.m.  until  2 p.m. 

The  below  eye-witness  account  begins  after  the  couple  fin- 
ished a short  morning  snack  as  the  first  of  three  killer  waves 
struck  the  country. 

The  couple  and  their  family  escaped  harm.  In  the  clos- 
ing days  of  their  visit,  Ajanie  and  Duncan  supported  relief 
efforts  in  Sri  Lanka.  Currently,  they  continue  to  help  people 
in  their  homeland  from  their  residence  in  Botswana. 

UT  ust  as  we  were  about  to  leave  the  road-side  restaurant, 

I we  heard  voices  saying  that  the  sea  was  overflowing. 

“When  we  arrived  at  our  car,  we  found  about  a foot  of 
water  over  the  road.  We  could  see  houses  and  a large  colonial 
church  partially  submerged  in  three  feet  of  water.  The  force  of 
the  first  wave  had  collapsed  power-carrying  poles,  and  the  flood 
waters  were  alive  with  electricity. 

“Sensing  danger,  we  decided  to  head  back  towards 
Colombo — the  start  of  our  journey.  We  had  driven  for  almost 
15  minutes  when  we  came  to  another  coastal  town,  and  were 
surprised  that  everything  seemed  normal.  What  we  did  not 
know  was  that  the  first  wave  had  no  impact  on  this  town,  but 
the  deadly  second  and  third  waves  were  soon  to  arrive. 

“Seeing  normalcy,  we  decided  to  park  and  gather  some 
information.  No  sooner  had  we  gotten  out  of  the  car,  when  we 
heard  screams  and  shouts  coming  from  the  direction  of  the 
beach.  The  shouting  was  loud  and  accompanied  by  weeping 
and  wailing.  Chaos  followed,  as  Duncan  and  I were  engulfed 
in  desperate  people  trying  to  escape  the  waves  that  had  struck 
their  homes. 

“The  scene  before  us  was  overwhelming.  We  were  stand- 
ing eye-to-eye  with  people  carrying  drowned  bodies  of  friends 
and  family.  People  had  been  in  their  homes  when  the  waves 
came  crashing  through.  Some  were  carrying  wives,  fathers, 
mothers  and  friends  and  all  were  ninning  for  dear  life.  Most 
of  the  carried  bodies  were  clearly  soaked  in  seawater  and  sand. 
Many  seemed  lifeless. 

“By  the  end  of  the  day,  we  were  safely  far  inland  at  our 
home.  We  practically  did  nothing  but  stay  glued  to  the  televi- 
sion, watching  with  horror  the  death  and  destruction  that  the 
tsunami  had  caused.  As  the  day  eroded  and  the  information 
sunk  in,  a sense  of  unbearable  guilt  overcame  Duncan  and  me, 
understanding  we  had  been  in  the  middle  of  one  of  the  worst 
natural  disaster  the  world  had  ever  seen  and  yet  that  same 
evening  were  in  the  luxury  of  our  home  with  all  our  loved  ones 
around  us.  It  was  too  much  to  handle,  knowing  that  so  many 
had  died  and  many  more  had  lost  loved  ones  and  absolutely 
everything  they  had.”  — Ajanie  Perera  '01

rian  Cowan  ’01  is  chasing  a dream. 

As  a first-year  student  in  spring  1998,  Cowan  approached 
Professor  of  Religion  Emeritus  Eugene  Clemens  about  his 
“crazy  idea”  of  studying  Asian  religions  in  Asia.  Instead  of  the 
dismissal  that  he  expected,  Cowan  was  greeted  with  encour- 
agement. “In  that  moment,  Dr.  Clemens  taught  me  more 
about  having  the  confidence  to  chase  a dream  than  anybody 
before  or  since,”  writes  Cowan. 

During  his  junior  year,  an  experience  on  a study-abroad 
trip  to  Thailand  and  India  started  Cowan’s  serious  considera- 
tion of  international  service.  And,  after  finishing  his  bache- 
lor’s degree  in  religious  studies  at  Elizabethtown  and  earning 
a master’s  degree  in  ethics  and  peace  from  American  University, 
Cowan  followed  his  dream  to  Kyrgyzstan  where  he  now  teaches 
English  as  a member  of  the  Peace  Corps. 

His  days  are  long  and  satisfying,  filled  with  small  rewards — 
smiles,  cards,  a student’s  “thank  you” — that  fuel  his  enthusiasm 
for  this  difficult  line  of  work.  Not  satisfied  to  only  support  the 
village  from  the  classroom,  Cowan  also  is  engaged  in  several 
service  projects,  including  working  with  students  from  his  for- 
mer high  school  to  bring  7,100  English  books  to  the  country, 
raising  funds  for  a new  school  roof  and  lobbying  the  National 
Theatre  for  a local  actor’s  seminar.  In  addition,  he  is  develop- 
ing a human  rights  legal  curriculum  for  a local  organization 


and  teaching  human  rights  and  democracy  to  students. 

During  his  many  months  of  service,  Cowan  has  grown 
accustomed  to  the  inconveniences  associated  with  living  in 
this  undeveloped  country.  He  doesn’t  give  a second  thought 
to  drawing  his  water  supply  from  the  15-gallon  barrel  that  he 
hauls  to  a creek  each  day,  walking  45  minutes  to  the  nearest 
market  or  sharing  public  transportation  with  a menagerie  of 
farm  animals.  "You  get  to  a point  when  all  of  these  things 
become  ordinary,"  he  writes.  “It  is,  after  all,  just  life.” 

This  life  that  he  now  leads  is  changing  Cowan’s  perspec- 
tive on  the  "Educate  for  Service”  motto.  “I  see  the  motto  as 
‘Educate  through  Service,’  because  I have  received  at  least  10 
times  more  than  I have  ever  given,”  Cowan  writes.  “In  encour- 
aging service,  Elizabethtown  is  not  only  doing  a great  service  for 
the  community,  but  it  is  doing  a great  service  for  its  students.” 

Saddened  by  the  thought  that  his  Peace  Corps  service 
eventually  will  end,  Cowan  is  uncertain  about  what  his  future 
holds.  He  intends  to  stay  true  to  his  passion  for  human  rights 
by  pursuing  his  human  rights  law  degree,  and  also  might  work 
toward  a doctorate  in  Asian  philosophy.  He  hopes  eventually 
to  work  in  international  human  rights.  Whatever  his  course, 
it  is  the  memories  from  Elizabethtown  College  that  continue 
to  push  him  forward  in  his  dream  of  serving  others. 


Advocacy  Fund  Helps  Students  in  Need

It  was  a hot  summer  day,  when  Julio  Camacho  ’05  broke  his 
ankle  playing  soccer.  An  accident  like  this  is  tough  for 
most  students,  but  for  Camacho  it  was  even  more  challeng- 
ing, being  a few  thousand  miles  from  his  home  in  Bolivia. 


This  international  student  didn't  know  what  to  do — almost 
all  of  his  money  was  set  aside  for  his  college  education,  with 
very  little  left  over  to  pay  anything,  including  unexpected 
medical  bills. 

Reaching  out  for  help,  Camacho  learned  of  the  Fund 
to  Aid  Students  of  Elizabethtown  (FASE).  "I  didn't  have  the 
money  to  pay  for  my  injury,"  Camacho  says.  "Without  the 
fund,  I don't  know  what  1 would  have  done.” 

FASE  is  a special  endowed  fund  available  to  any  Eliza- 
bethtown College  student  or  college  student  from  Elizabeth- 
town, Pa.,  who  has  a legitimate  financial  need  that  is  not 
covered  by  traditional  financial  aid.  Dr.  Thomas  Bowersox, 
associate  professor  of  social  work,  created  the  fund  in  1999. 
"Before  the  program  existed,  faculty  members  often  would 
reach  into  their  own  pockets  to  help  students  in  need,”  he 
says.  Since  its  inception,  FASE  has  provided  a combined 
total  of  $3,000  to  12  students  in  need,  including  Julio. 

To  apply  for  funding,  students  must  send  a letter 
describing  the  specific  need  and  cost,  what  they  are  doing  to 
try  to  resolve  the  situation  and  why  these  efforts  are  insuffi- 
cient. In  addition,  the  student  must  submit  a reference  letter 
verifying  the  situation.  FASE  board  members — including 
seven  students,  five  faculty  members  and  four  College 
administrators — evaluate  and  make  decisions  about  funding 
requests.  If  approved,  the  student  receives  a check  made  out 


A Legacy  of  Peace 


Through  her  efforts,  senior  environmental  science  major 
Marianna  Hagbloom  hopes  to  further  Elizabethtown 
College’s  legacy  of  peace. 

As  a first-year  student,  Hagbloom  was  inspired  by  then- 
senior  Rachel  Jordan  ’02,  who  invited  her  to  participate  in 
an  annual  event  which  brought  people  together  in  non- 
violent resistance  to  the  military  training  activities  at  the 
U.S.  Army  School  of  the  Americas  (SOA)  in  Fort  Benning, 
Ga.  Organized  by  SOA  Watch,  this  event  began  in  1990 
after  six  Jesuit  priests,  their  coworker  and  her  teenage  daughter 
were  killed  in  El  Salvador  by  a group  of  militants  trained  at 
the  School  of  the  Americas.  In  November  2001,  Hagbloom 
and  Jordan  traveled  to  Georgia  to  take  a stand. 

Reminiscent  of  her  first  trip,  Hagbloom  and  six  other 
students  again  journeyed  to  Georgia  this  fall  to  join  others — 
including  representatives  of  the  Brethren  Colleges  for 


Peacemaking — in  calling  for  peace.  The  trip  was  sponsored 
in  part  by  the  College’s  Center  for  Global  Citizenship. 

According  to  Hagbloom,  the  most  moving  part  of  the 
three-day  event  was  the  Presente,  during  which  the  spirits  of 
those  killed  or  missing  in  Latin  America  were  represented 
with  a solitary  cross  inserted  in  the  fence  of  the  facility.  “The 
ceremony  is  extremely  symbolic,”  explains  Hagbloom.  "As 
you  call  out  the  individual’s  name  and  walk  up  to  the  fence, 
you  are  representing  a voice  that  can  no  longer  be  heard.  It 
is  a very  solemn  experience  that  affects  everyone  who  partic- 
ipates in  it. 

“The  experience  freshman  year  really  left  a lasting  impres- 
sion on  me,  one  that  I wanted  to  hand  down  to  future  gener- 
ations of  Elizabethtown  College  students,"  says  Hagbloom.  “I 
am  grateful  for  the  Center  for  Global  Citizenship’s  sponsorship."

Alumna  Wanda  Hertzog-Grant  '82 — member  of  the 
1\.  Colleges  Accounting  Advisory  Board  and  vice  president 
of  finance  at  Pleasant  View  Retirement  Community  in 
Manheim,  Pa. — remembers  participating  in  the  Volunteer 
Income  Tax  Assistance  (VITA)  program  when  she  was  an 
accounting  major  at  Elizabethtown  College.  Calling  the  experi- 
ence “eye-opening,”  she  is  offering  VITA  students  the  first  on- 
the-road  experience  in  the  program’s  20-year  history. 

At  tax  time  every  year,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
certifies  VITA  sites  nationwide  to  provide  tax-preparation  assis- 
tance to  those  who  cannot  afford  it.  For  years,  Elizabethtown 
College’s  business  department  has  set  up  a VITA  site  on  campus 
to  enable  students  to  provide  a community  service,  while  getting 
valuable  work  experience. 

According  to  Lecturer  in  Accounting  Terrie  Gehman, 
VITA  is  invaluable  to  student  participants.  “It’s  the  closest 
thing  they  get  to  a real-world  work  experience  if  they  haven’t

done  an  internship,”  says  Gehman.  “Through  their  participa- 
tion in  this  program,  they  see  evidence  that  they  are  learning 
marketable  skills  in  class.” 

This  year,  1 1 student  volunteers  will  do  about  100  tax 
returns  for  lower-income,  typically  elderly  clients  as  part  of  this 
two-credit  course.  Each  student  volunteer  passes  the  VITA 
certification  process  and  attends  four  weeks  of  classes  with 
Gehman  to  prepare  for  the  experience.  Like  a real  accounting 
business,  appointments  are  scheduled,  confirmation  letters  are 
sent  and  student  tax  preparers  meet  one-on-one  with  clients 
to  discuss  their  financial  situation. 

Magnifying  the  benefit  of  the  program,  each  and  every 
return  becomes  a learning  experience  for  students,  as  Gehman 
— a certified  public  accountant  (CPA) — works  with  students 
to  ensure  the  return’s  accuracy.  With  each  correction,  the  stu- 
dents develop  a deeper  understanding  of  what  eventually  may 
be  their  choice  of  career. 

Junior  accounting  major  Alicia  Collins  of  Pottsville,  Pa., 
has  enjoyed  her  participation.  “This  real-life  experience  is  very 
different  than  book  experience,”  she  says.  “With  so  many  of  our 
clients  working  hard  to  prepare  for  their  visit,  I feel  like  a pro- 
fessional. This  is  good  for  the  community  and  allows  me  to  test 
the  waters  to  see  if  1 will  enjoy  preparing  taxes  as  a CPA.” 

Recalling  a similar  experience  during  her  College  years, 
Hertzog-Grant  is  excited  about  VITA’s  first  field  trip.  In  previ- 
ous years,  the  retirement  community  had  a volunteer  tax  pre- 
parer who  assisted  residents.  When  the  tax  preparer  moved 
on,  Elizabethtown’s  VITA  program  came  to  mind  as  a possible 
alternative.  “I’m  looking  at  this  as  a win-win  for  everyone,”  she 
says.  “Our  residents  receive  an  important  service  and  the  stu- 
dents get  hands-on  experience  that  I found  invaluable  during 
my  participation  in  the  program  in  college.  It  is  wonderful  that 
this  whole  opportunity  came  together.” 


Engineering  Students  Create  Sensor  System  for 
Wheelchair-Bound  Woman

Applying  knowledge  gained  in  class,  a team  of  first-year 
1 Y.  engineering  students  has  designed  a proximity  sensor 
system  that  is  helping  a young  woman  better  maneuver  her 
power  wheelchair.  The  team  includes  Pat  Gianelli  of  Ephrata, 
Pa.,  Matt  Lauver  of  McAlisterville,  Pa.,  Paul  Stegner  of 
East  Berlin,  Pa.  and  Christopher  Yorgey  of  Allentown,  Pa. 

Every  year,  students  in  “Introduction  to  Engineering” — 
team-taught  this  year  by  Assistant  Professor  of  Physics  and 
Engineering  Troy  McBride  and  Lecturer  in  Physics  and 
Engineering  Jean  Fullerton — design  and  construct  commu- 
nity-service projects  to  reinforce  the  core  elements  of  the 
course,  including  teamwork,  problem  solving  and  applica- 
tion of  basic  engineering  principles. 

After  hearing  about  the  service-learning  project 
through  her  work  at  United  Disabilities  Services,  Carol 
Sneath  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  turned  to  McBride  when  she  was 
unsuccessful  in  finding  a commercial  sensor  system  to  help 
her  daughter,  Melissa.  “Melissa  knows  how  to  maneuver  her 
chair,  but  she  has  issues  judging  her  distance  from  objects,” 
she  explains.  “There  is  a similar  device  in  Europe,  but 
because  of  patent  issues,  it  hasn’t  been  purchased  by  any 
U.S.  vendors.” 

The  students’  Audible  Warning  Sonic  Sensor  System 
produces  a sound  when  Melissa  approaches  an  object  such 
as  a wall.  The  sound  changes  as  she  gets  closer  to  the  object, 
allowing  her  to  correct  course  and  avoid  collision.  A 
detachable  speaker  mounted  on  Melissa’s  headrest  allows 
her  to  easily  hear  the  signals  sent  by  the  sensors. 

Yorgey  says  that  the  challenge  of  the  project  and  the 
opportunity  to  do  good  for  someone  else  intrigued  the  team. 
He  and  Gianelli  share  an  interest  in  electronics  and 


thought  they  would  enjoy  working  on  the  sensor  system. 
Gianelli  designed  and  built  the  power  circuit,  processor  and 
the  system  of  four  sensors  that  are  attached — two  on  the 
front  of  the  chair  and  two  on  the  sides. 

Both  Sneath  and  McBride  are  pleased  with  the  team’s 
work.  “I  was  very  impressed  with  the  responsibility,  work 
ethic,  project  management  and  technical  ability  of  this 
team,”  McBride  says.  "They  met  every  deadline;  had  the 
initiative  to  consult  with  senior  computer  engineering  stu- 
dents and  professors  for  technical  suggestions;  and  designed, 
purchased  components,  constructed  and  programmed  the 
entire  product.”

Analytical  Chemistry  Students  Use  Skills 
to  Serve  Community 


As  a result  of  his  own  community  volunteer  efforts, 

A.  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry  Ray  Reeder  found 
an  extraordinary  service-learning  opportunity  for  a group 
of  Elizabethtown  chemistry  students. 

Strasburg  Borough,  Pa.,  is  blessed  with  an  ample  supply 
of  fresh  spring  water.  For  many  years,  the  borough  had  relied 
on  this  spring  water  supply  for  all  of  its  community  water 
needs.  In  the  early  1990s,  the  borough  was  forced  to  aug- 
ment its  spring  water  supply  with  well  water  to  meet  grow- 
ing community  demand.  With  the  natural  characteristics 
of  well  and  spring  water  being  different,  the  borough  must 
make  adjustments  in  its  treatment  of  the  water  based  on  the 
varying  volume  from  each  source. 

As  an  interested  community  resident,  Reeder  partici- 
pated on  the  borough’s  Water  Committee.  When  the  com- 
mittee asked  borough  engineers  Herbert,  Rowland  &. 
Grubic,  Inc.  (HRG)  to  design  a more  sophisticated  auto- 
mated treatment  system,  HRG  Vice  President  Ray  Miller 
contacted  Reeder  about  the  possibility  of  involving  his 
class  in  testing  that  would  define  the  optimum  way  of 
automatically  making  treatment  changes  as  the  ratios  of 
the  spring  and  well  water  change. 

“Development  of  the  water  treat- 
ment system  required  some  detailed 
analysis  of  the  borough’s  water  sources. 

The  analytical  work  is  pretty  close  to 
what  we  do  in  the  first  semester  of  our 
‘Analytical  Chemistry  I’  class,”  says 
Reeder.  “Ultimately,  involving  our 
students  not  only  benefited  the  bor- 
ough and  helped  the  engineering  firm, 
but  also  reinforced  techniques  learned 
in  class.” 

After  launching  the  program 
with  a project  briefing  from  HRG 
Environmental  Project  Manager 
Shannon  Williams,  the  class  jour- 
neyed to  Strasburg’s  various  wells  and 
springs  to  collect  samples.  For  several 
three-hour  lab  periods,  the  group  then 


performed  analyses  on  the  samples  using  titration  equip- 
ment and  pH  meters. 

For  Adam  Fleisher  ’07  of  Kutztown,  Pa.,  the  experi- 
ence gave  him  a surprising  taste  of  real-world  chemistry 
application.  Currently  a biochemistry  major  with  the 
intent  of  going  onto  medical  school,  Fleisher  has  been 
keeping  his  “career  options  open”  with  his  growing  interest 
in  chemistry. 

“Most  samples  that  we  analyze  in  lab  are  prepared. 
With  this  project,  wc  actually  went  out  and  collected  the 
samples  by  hand,”  says  Fleisher.  “We  knew  what  we  were 
looking  for,  but  we  didn’t  know  what  we  would  find.  It  was 
a great  feeling  to  be  on  your  own  a little  bit,  as  opposed  to 
doing  something  that  is  already  set  up  for  you.” 

For  Victoria  Kucynski  ’06  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  the  feel- 
ing of  accomplishment  reinforced  her  desire  to  begin  a 
careerusing  her  analytical  chemistry  skills.  Leafing 
through  the  pages  of  their  final  report  to  HRG,  Victoria 
said,  “This  [report!  was  the  first  that  I’ve  had  something  to 
do  with.  It’s  exciting  to  know  that  you  understand  it  and 

According  to  HRG’s  Shannon 
Williams,  this  analytical  work — which 
would  have  cost  the  borough  between 
$3,000  and  $4,000 — provided  HRG 
with  essential  insights.  “To  automate 
the  treatment  system,  you  need  to 
know  how  much  chemical  to  add  in 
certain  situations,"  explains  Williams. 
“The  students  developed  titration 
curves  that  show  how  much  treatment 
chemical  to  add  for  different  water 
pHs.  This  knowledge  will  be  quite 
valuable  to  the  design  and  operation 
of  the  system.” 

Greatly  impressed  with  the 
enthusiasm  she  found  here  at  E-town, 
Williams  said,  “It  was  nice  to  know 
that  this  class  is  representative  of  the 
future  of  the  field."

Women's  Basketball:  Elizabethtown  finished  the 
2004-2005  season  10-14  overall  and  5-9  in  the  Common- 
wealth Conference.  Head  coach  Yvonne  Kauffmans  600th 
career  basketball  win  in  the  December  8 home  blowout  of 
Immaculata  University  (91-38)  was  a season  highlight. 
Kauffman  is  only  the  second  NCAA  Division  III  women’s  bas- 
ketball coach  and  the  first  female  Division  111  coach  to  reach 
the  600-win  plateau.  Toward  season  end,  the  Blue  Jays  defeated 
2004  conference  champion  Widener  University  and  twice 
came  close  to  upsetting  nationally-ranked  Moravian  College. 
Jen  Roberts  ’05  was  named  to  the  All-Commonwealth

town earned  a 14-12  overall  record.  The  Blue  Jays  finished 
fourth  in  the  Commonwealth  Conference  regular  season  stand- 
ings and  made  the  conference  playoffs  for  the  10th  consecutive 
year.  Kyle  Conrad  ’05  earned  a spot  on  the  All-Commonwealth 
Conference  first  team  for  the  second  year  in  a row  and  finished 
his  career  tied  for  21st  place  on  E-town’s  scoring  list  with  1,157 
career  points  and  averaging  16.2  points  per  game.

Hart 
dropped  a pair  of  bouts  at  the  NCAA  Championship  to  close 
out  his  first  season  for  E-town  with  a 12-1 1 overall  record. 
Also,  Rob  Bozart  ’08  was  the  MAC  runner-up  at  149  pounds. 
Second-year  E-town  head  coach  Eric  Walker  was  named  Tri- 
Coach  of  the  Year  for  orchestrating  the  Blue  Jays’  MAC 
Championship  turnaround. 

Men's  Indoor  Track  & Field:  For  the  third  year  in 
a row,  Elizabethtown  won  the  MAC  Indoor  Championships 
with  a score  of  136  points,  51  points  more  than  the  two 
second-place  teams.  The  Blue  Jays  racked  up  14  conference 
medals  and  six  first-place  finishes  at  the  championships. 
E-town  claimed  victory  in  three  of  the  four  relay  events, 
with  wins  by  the  following  teams:  4x400m  team  of  Darren 
DeAngelis  ’06,  Patrick  Donovan  ’07,  Drew  Graybeal  ’08  and 


Tyson  Evensen  ’06;  the  4x800m  relay  team  of  Ryan  Mulcahy 
’08,  Jon  Slusser  ’08,  Josh  Hoffman  ’08  and  Greg  Wetzel  ’06; 
and  the  distance  medley  relay  team  of  Dave  Bresnahan  ’07, 

A1  Uliana  ’06,  Slusser  and  Jason  Theobald  ’08.  Also  winning 
gold  were  Jason  Patterson  ’06  in  the  triple  jump,  Kevin  Clark 
’08  in  the  pole  vault  and  Donovan  in  the  800m.  Earning 
silver  medals  for  the  Blue  Jays  were  Graybeal  in  the  400m, 
Evensen  in  the  800m,  Steve  Sanko  ’05  in  the  1 500m, 
DeAngelis  in  the  55m  hurdles,  Mike  Bauer  ’08  in  the  long 
jump,  and  the  4x200m  relay  team  of  DeAngelis,  Tom  Raver 
’07,  Bauer  and  Patterson.  Earning  a pair  of  bronze  medals  in 
the  55m  dash  and  the  200m  was  Bauer.  This  year,  E-town 
athletes  qualified  for  the  NCAA  Division  III  Indoor 
Championships  in  six  events,  including  the  distance  medley 
relay  team  ot  Evensen,  Graybeal,  Donovan  and  Sanko;  triple 
jumper  Patterson;  long  jumper  Bauer;  Sanko  in  the  mile  and 
in  the  5000m;  and  Donovan  in  the  800m  and  the  mile.  At 
the  championships,  E-town’s  distance  medley  relay  team  of 
Donovan,  Graybeal,  Evensen  and  Sanko  finished  ninth  in 
the  nation  with  a time  of  10:17.86.  Patterson  placed  sixth  in 
his  first-round  flight  of  the  triple  jump  with  a distance  of  46 
feet  4 inches,  just  two  inches  shy  of  the  cutoff  to  advance  to 
the  final  round. 

Women's  Indoor  Track  & Field:  At  the  MAC 

Indoor  Championships,  Elizabethtown  finished  fourth  out  of 
10  teams  with  a score  of  76  points,  just  two  points  behind 
the  third-place  team.  E-town  athletes  earned  seven  medals, 
including  two  first-place  finishes,  at  the  championships. 

Melissa  St.  Clair  ’05  won  gold  in  the  5000m,  as  did  the 

4x400m  relay  team  of  Betsy  Burroughs  ’05, 
Jill  Brobst  ’05,  Nicole  Murphy  ’08  and 
Erin  Lichti  ’06.

Blue  Jay  Alumni  Take  Gold  at  Keystone  State  Games 


Proving  that  Elizabethtown  soccer  players  still  kick  strong 
after  age  40,  a team  of  E-town  alumni  won  first  place  at 
the  2005  Keystone  State  Winter  Games  held  in  early  March 
in  Lancaster  County,  Pa. 

Called  the  Elizabethtown  Elite,  the  team  is  comprised 
mostly  of  Blue  Jay  alumni  and  coaches,  including  soccer 
coach  Skip  Roderick  ’74,  former  assistant  coach  Phil  Good  79 
and  assistant  coach  Graham  Small.  The  squad  was  started  by 
Good  and  fellow  College  classmates,  all  of  whom  are  still 
active  in  the  sport  either  as  traveling  team  players  or  as 
coaches  for  high  school  or  intramural  teams.  This  year, 
E-town  Elite  had  an  infusion  of  “young  legs,”  as  some  of 
Coach  Roderick’s  earliest  players  now  have  reached  40.  In 
addition  to  Roderick,  Good  and  Small,  the  team  includes: 
Wayne  Beal  78,  Gary  Christopher  ’81,  Joseph  Harriger  ’82, 
Daniel  Kilby  ’81,  Robert  Martin  79,  Paul  McMurtrie  ’87, 
Rob  McMurtrie  ’87,  Michael  O’Hearn  and  Fred  Potts  ’83. 

Modeled  after  the  Olympic  Games,  the  Keystone  State 
Games  are  multi-sport  competitions  which  provide  Penn- 
sylvania’s amateur  athletes  with  an  opportunity  to  compete 
annually.  E-town  Elite  has  been  participating  in  the  festival 
for  almost  a decade,  striking  gold  the  first  year  and  making 
the  semifinals  last  year. 


This  year’s  squad  went  undefeated  in  the  round  robin 
tournament  and  headed  into  the  final  rounds  of  competition 
as  the  number  one  seed.  The  Blue  Jays  defeated  Council  Rock 
United  4-0  in  the  semi-final  match.  In  the  final,  E-town 
Elite  topped  PA  United,  the  2004  Keystone  under-40  runner- 
up  team,  by  a score  of  2-  1 . Rob  McMurtrie  and  Fred  Potts 
scored  the  Blue  Jay  goals  in  the  final  game.  Goalie  Wayne 
Beal  had  a remarkable  tournament,  racking  up  four  shutouts. 

According  to  Roderick,  this  team  is  about  more  than 
just  playing  the  game.  “This  is  a good  way  to  bring  back 
some  unbelievable  memories,”  he  says.  “It  also  gives  us  the 
chance  to  check  up  on  each  other’s  families  and  catch  up 
with  Blue  Jay  soccer.” 

Although  serious  about  winning,  team  members  certainly 
have  become  a lot  less  serious  about  themselves,  often  enjoy- 
ing a joke  at  their  own  expense.  For  example,  Roderick  quips 
that  E-town  Elite’s  only  rule  is  that  he  is  not  allowed  to 
coach.  And,  the  end-of-the-season  team  awards  are  a bit 
more  unconventional  after  40.  “This  year,  I won  the  night- 
mare player  of  the  tournament’  award  for  missing  the  most 
open  nets,”  he  laughingly  says.

Rollin  Pepper 


The  Elizabethtown  College  community  mourns  the 
passing  of  Dr.  Rollin  Pepper,  former  chair  of  Eliza- 
bethtown College’s  Department  of  Biology.  Rollin 
passed  away  on  November  24,  2004- 

In  1964,  Rollin  joined  the  biology  faculty  at 
E-town,  where  he  would  teach  and  inspire  students  for 
more  than  25  years.  During  his  tenure,  he  served  for 
more  than  a decade  as  department  chair.  A voracious 
researcher,  Rollin  authored  and  coauthored  many 
scientific  papers.  In  1972,  he  took  a year-long  sabbati- 
cal, joining  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Zambia  in 
Lusaka,  Zambia,  where  he  taught  cell  biology  and  con- 
ducted research  identifying  Salmonella  serotypes  and 
routes  of  infection  entering  the  Zambian  food  supply. 

For  many  years,  Rollin  served  his  local  community 
as  health  officer  for  the  Borough  of  Elizabethtown  and 
through  organizations  such  as  the  Elizabethtown 
Rotary  Club.  In  recognition  for  his  contributions,  the 
Borough  of  Elizabethtown  presented  him  with  the 
Vincent  W.  O’Connor  Public  Service  Award  in  1997. 

Rollin  earned  a bachelor’s  degree  in  biology  from 
Earlham  College,  a master’s  degree  in  microbiology 
from  Syracuse  University  and  his  doctorate  in  microbi- 
ology and  public  health  from  Michigan  State  Univer- 
sity. Before  coming  to  Elizabethtown,  he  worked  for  a 
decade  as  an  associate  scientist  of  surgical  sutures  for 
Ethicon,  Inc.,  where  he  developed  methods  to  improve 
sterilization  processes. 

Following  his  retirement  from  the  College,  Rollin 
returned  frequently  to  the  biology  department.  He 
attended  many  guest  lectures  and  helped  interview 
potential  faculty  members.  Rollin  gave  a wonderful

slide  show  presentation  on  the  Antarctic,  where  he 
and  his  wife  Martha  had  traveled  several  years  ago.  Just 
weeks  before  he  died,  Rollin  attended  the  presentation 
of  Mary  Ann  Biddle  McDonald  78,  who  vividly  illus- 
trated her  own  work  as  a wildlife  photographer. 

Surviving  Rollin  are  his  wife,  son  Roger,  daughters 
Barbara  and  Susan,  sister  Elaine,  seven  grandchildren 
and  one  great  grandson.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Elizabethtown  Brethren  in  Christ  Church,  where  he 
served  as  a deacon  for  more  than  10  years  and  also 
attended  the  Discover  Joy  Brethren  in  Christ  Church 
in  Mastersonville,  Pa.
